Abandoned for This Year 


Pointing out that the amendments) 


‘added to the Atlanta viaduct bill in 
‘the senate were so unsatisfactory to 
the people who have been working for 
this bill that they have decided it 
would be better to introduce a new 


bill at the next session of the lez- 
islature. Representative John Y. 
Smith Saturday said that no effort 
will be made to get the amended via- 
duct bill on the house calendar at 
this session. 
' The measure was intended to give 
the city of Atlanta authority to con- 
struct viaducts over state-owned rail- 
read property at South Pryor street 
and Central avenue. The bill passed 
the house last summer but strong op- 
position on the ground that it would 
injure the value of the state property 
arose in the senate and when the bill 
finally passed it was with drastic 
amendments attached. One of these 
provided that the viaduct plans must 
approved by the next legislature 
before work is started and it is point- 
ed out that this provision is synony- 
mous with again putting the bill 
through the assembly. 


Arnold’s Statement. 


Representative Smith gave out a 
statement which he said had been sent 
to him by Reuben R. Arnold, prom- 
jnent Atlanta attorney, who has been

Salary Increase Proposal 


Provided in Ordinances: 


Police and fire department salaries 
will be increased $10 a month for 
each officer and man in each depart- 
ment beginning January 1, under 
provisions of companion ordinances 
to be introduced in city council a 
week from Monday by Alderman 
(laude E. Buehanan for the police 
department, and Alderman Jesse W 
Armistead for the fire department, 
it was announced by Alderman Bu- 
chanan Saturday. 

Increases will be proposed to carry 
out the salary raise program inaugu- 
rated last year when Alderman J. L. 
Carpenter, Councilman J, Allen Couch 
and others proposed a flat increase of 
$20 a month for each fireman and 
policeman.

financially to provide the money.

General Bill Passes. 


The fate of the general salary bill, 
which abolished the fee system for 
paying the county sheriff, tax collec- 
tor, tax receiver, clerk and ordinary 
of Fulton county, was decided when 
the house concurred in the senate 
amendment eliminating the provision 
for grand jury approval of officials’ 
salaries as fixed by county commis- 
sioners.

Twenty-Year Fight. 


The fight for establishment of the 
salary system has been waged for 20 
years. Succeeding grand juries have 
urged substitution of salaries instead 
of fees and forfeitures as a source of 
compensating -officials,. pointing out 
that large sums accrue to officeholders 
under the fee system that should be 
diverted into the public treasury. 

The question became a campaign 
issue about 10 years ago, and candi- 
dates based their platform upon’ op- 
position to the fee system, organiza- 
tions being formed to press the mat- 
ter. Several bills to abolish the sys- 
tem have been introduced in the 
legislature, but all have died in the 
general business of the assembly. 

The matter reached a’ definite 
climax a year ago when the county ex- 
ecutive committee ordered a referen- 
dum and by an overwhelming majority 
the people of the county voted to 
abolish the fee system.

In addition to the special 
staff a consulting staff, including lead- 
ing Atlanta physicians and surgeons. 
has been named to assist. 
Operated Without Cost. 

According to the wishes of the do- 
nor of the fund which has made pos- 
sible this clinic, it will: be operated 
withont cost to sufferers.. For the 
time being, according to trustees, the 
clinic will be operated for Atlantans 
only -and later the institution’s serv- 
ices will he offered to other cancer 
victims in the south. 

The clinic—building and equipment 
—representing the half million i1n- 
vestment, tovether with salaries of the 
regular staff of experts, will be paid 
by trustees of the fund. while nurses 
and other operating expense will be 
assumed hy the city of Atlanta. A 
considerable sum will be added an- 
nually threugh further philanthropy 
of Mr. Steiner, provisions of his will 
directirg that one-half of the net 
profits of the Atlanta Ice and Bottling 
company, of which he was head. he 
turned over to the trustees to “carry 
on” the work for suffering humanity. 

Causes Much Comment. 

This particular provision of the 
will,addinga large sum each year to 
the $590,000 bequeathed in the will, 
was commented upon widely when it 
became known early in 1920, shortly 
after Mr. Stciner’s death. TLeading 
newspapers of the nation commented 
upon the provision and noted writers 
laude the unselfish spirit of the At- 
lantan and his “love for humanity, 
exemplified through a life of service, 
and not content, passed irito the great 
beyond and left a huge business en- 
térprise to continue his great work in 
after years.” 

In addition to the half million dol- 
lars left for the cancer clinic, other 
funds left by Mr. Steiner for specific 
charitable work included $100,000 for 
the Scottish Rite Hospital for Crip- 
pled Children and an additional $25,- 
000 {or the erection of a building for 
this institution; $5,000 for Home for 
Incurables; $5,000 for Hebrew Or- 
phans’ Home and $2,000 for the Home 
for the Friendiess. Bequests of other 
amounts of varying sums were made 
to individvals.

Named for General Nash 


Coincident with announcement Sat- 
urday of complete plans for the an- 
nual two weeks’ encampment on 8t, 
Simon’s Island of the 122d infantry, 
Adjutant General Charles H. Cox 
made public a general order designat- 
ing the camp as “Camp Nash.” The 
designation is in honor of the late 
adjutant general of Georgia, Briga- 
dier General Van Holt Nash. 

In announcing the camp's designa- 
tion General Cox took occasion to re- 
fer briefly to the military service of 
the late adjutant general, calling par- 
ticular attention to the fact that Gen- 
eral Nash entered the service as a 
private in what was known at the 
time as the “Atlanta Rifles.” Pass- 
| ing through the ranks and success- 
| fully handling non - commissioned 
| ranks and junior commissions, he 
| finally was appointed captain, later 
'transferring to the Fifth Georgia in- 
fantry and serving as regimental ad- 
jutant. 

His success in that position influ- 
enced his appointment as adjutant 
| general of Georgia, which position he 
‘assumed in 1913, serving therein con- 
itinuously in that capacity until the 
‘world war.

R PROTESTS. 
RS EVICTION 


Atlantic City, August 9.—The ex- 
ecutive council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor today authorized 

uel Gompers, president, to demand 
of Governor Morgan, of West Vir- 
ginia, that the eviction of coal miners 
from company-owned homes in that 
state cease at once. 

The council further pledged to the 
United Mine Workers of America, an 
affiliation of the A. F. of L., all aid 
in “protecting mine workers and their 
families in West Virginis.”’ 

A resolution adopted by the council 
said in part: . 

“Fhe executive council has learned, 
through authoritative soyrces, «that 
miners’ families living in mining vil- 
lages in West Virginia are being ruth- 
lessly evicted from their homes witb- 
out due process of law and contrary to 
the instincts of humanity. 

“The inhuman process of throwing 
the miners, their families and their 
household goods out of the houses 
owned by the coal corporations into 
the roads and by-ways is being car- 
ried out by gunmen, so-called private 
detectives, who are in the employ of 
West Virginia coal companies. We 
denounce the actions of all _ these 
engaged in the un-American policy of 
home evictions in some of the mining 
sections of West Virginia. 

“Be it resolved, that . President 
Gompers communicate with Governor 
Morgan, of West Virginia, and in the 
name of the executive council demand 
that the stafe government give to the 
miners of the state the protection to 
which they are entitled as human 
ings and citizens of our republic and 
that the eviction of families from 
their humble homes by private gunmen 
in the employ of coal corporations 
shall cease. 

“Be it further resolved, that Presi- 
dent Gompers advise President John 
I. Lewis, of the United Mine Workers 
of America, of the adoption of this 
resolution by the executive council 
and tender to the mine workers’ or- 
ganization such assistance as can be 
given by the American Federation of 
Labor in protecting mine workers and 
their families in West Virginia.” 

The council's resolution was accom- 
panied by a statement by William M. 
Green, secrétary-treasurer of the 
ll. M. W. of A., in which he declared 
that “the average citizen who enjoys 
the blessings and protection of free 
government instinctively rebels 
against this inhuman and un-Amer't- 
can practice of eviction, whatever the 
general public opinion in regard to the 
economic or industrial issues _ in- 
volved.”

- Mr Hardwick reaffirmed his 
adherence to the basic principles of 
the democracy of the fathers, These 
he declared to consist of local self- 
government and of the preservation of 
the rights and liberties of the indf- 
vidual citizen. 

He declared that the encroachment 
ef federal power upon the rights of 
the states was one of the great men- 
aces. of the time. He declared that 
never once in all his sixteen years of 
service at Washington had he failed 
to oppose every such encroachment. 
He declared that Mr. Harrig bad been 
utterly faithless to that great cause, 
so dear to southern people, and se 
yital to American freedom. He de- 
elared that Mr. Harris had deliberate- 
ly dodged a vote on the proposed 
amendment giving congress full au- 
thority ‘to regulate and prohibit the 
labor of all persons under eighteen 
years of age. He claimed that this 
amendment would be ruinous to the 
farmers, and said that if it were ap- 
plied to them, hardly one farm in ten 
could be operated in this state; and 
yet Harris had refused to vote and 


had not even yet, under fire, stated } 


whether “he favored or opposed this 
amendment, because he feared to lose 
votes by taking a position, 

Mr. Hardwick declared that the 
people were overregulated, overgov- 
earned and overtaxed. He said there 
are entirely too many laws of all 
sorts, state and federal. He advocated 
fewer and more carefully considered 
laws. and then real enforcement of 


the laws. | 
Freedom of Speech. 

He stood for freedom of speech, 
freedom of press, freedom of public 
assemblage, and freedom of religion. 
Mr. Harris, he said, had not raised 
his voice or lifted his hand to sup- 
port these great constitutional rights 
when they were assailed. : 

Discussing the freedom of religion, 
Mr. Hardwick said that this was both 
basic and fundamental; that this gov- 
ernment was founded in order to 
secure religious liberty as well as 
olitical freedom. He said that in or- 
flee to maintain religious freedom it 
was absolutely necessary to keep 
«hurch and state forever separate and 
part; that what is really needed 
is “less of church in politics, less 
of politics in the church, less hypoc- 
risy and more real religion in both.” 
._ He said that if the klan could have 
remained a secret society, like the 
Masons and Odd Fellows and many 
others, he would have had no objection 
te it that he now had no attack to 
make on the motives of honest and 
law-abiding individuals who were 
members, and was not attacking them, 
but he did object to the klan leader- 
ship and to the ktan propaganda in 
the following particulars:

Mr. Hardwick then concluded his 
address by s brief review of recent 
and current political history. 

He said that no man could paint 
a true picture of the present political 
situation in Georgia without reference 
to two great men who had recently 
died, one of them was Woodrow Wil- 
son, the other was Thomas EK. Wat- 
son, Mr. Hardwick said that he had 
no bitterness, no ill-will, no unkindly 
feeling towards either of these men— 
that to him “the white face of a dead 
man was a flag of eternal truce.” He 
said that on many questions he had 
agreed with Mr. Wilson and whenever 
he did so he had warmly supported 
him, that on many more questions he 
had not agreed with Mr. Wilson and 
that whenever ke had not agreed with 
him he had not hesitated to oppose. 
He said that this was, he thought. 
the duty of a senator, otherwise no 
senate is needed. 

On the other hand, he said, the re

mechanics, and also to furnish their 
The air ministry 
will closely supervise the work, in- 
spect the machines and insure them. 
An additional grant will be given for 
every club member qualifying for a 
pilot’s license. 

The scheme will be formally Jaunch- 
ed in September, when a competition 
will be held for two-seater airplanes. 
If there is a good showing on this 
occasion, steps will immediately be 
taken to provide for ‘opening the 
clubs in the spring.

Difficult to Raise. 


Tobacco is probably one ef the most 
difficult crops to raise, but the re- 
wards of su@eess are large enough. to 
encourage attempting it. Like’ cot- 
ton, it is a product for intensive 
cultivatien, as compared to extensive 
cultivation of corn, wheat, peanuts, 
hay and other crops. <A few acres of 
tobacco, not more than five or six, -is 
all one man ean handle. It’ must 
be more heavily fertilized than cottun 
and “worked’ more _ industriously. 
During the harvest, fora period of 
two or three weeks at the hottest time 
of the year, the grower must work 
practically 24 hours a day in cuttiug: 
the ripe tobacco and curing it vver 
slow fires in the tobacco barn. Fires 
must be kept burning. slowly at aa): 
just the right condition for market. 
even temperature for a period of many 
days in order to bring the weed. to 

A good stand of tobacco, however, 
may be worth as much as $ an 
acre, perhaps twice as much 4s an 
nere of a comparable quality and 
quantity of cotton. 

1,200 Pounds an Acre. 

As much as 1,200 pounds may be 
raised on one acre, and the price may 
be as high as. 75 cents: a pound: It 
is a rarity; however, for a pile of tu- 
bacco to sell for as high as 75 cenfs, 
and usually not more than one 200 or 
300-pound lot will bring such a price. 

The farmer considers his crop suc- 
cessful if he raises 800 pounds the 
acre and sells it for an average of 20 
cents. Many farmers this year have 
raised 1,000 pounds and sold it cor 
30 to 40 cents. A farmer can break 
even if he gets $100 an acre for his 
crop. It must be highly fertilized 
and worked extensively, making cost 
of production higher than cotton. 

As for all his other products, the 
farmer gets only a small share of 
what fhe ultimate consumer pays for 
the tobacco. That is because the 
process of manufacture into a smoot'- 
smoking and non-biting cigarette or 
pipe tobacco requires a long period of 
time, usually two years, and many 
operations which require employment 


of many people. 
Tifton Is Gainer. 

Tifton is the only town in the south 
Georgia section’ which is getting the 
advantage on a large scale of any of 
these processes of manufacture. 

A stemming and redrying plant at 
Tifton gives employment to about 3500 
workers who render this service for 
the Imperial Tobacco company’s. pur- 
chases at Tifton and other south Geor- 
gia markets. 

This plant, like the first Tifton 
warehouse, was built by Tifton capi- 
tal, but the plant was sold to the Iin- 
perial to encourage more interest on 
the part of the manufacturer: in: de- 
veloping the industry in that section. 
The Tifton Investment company put 
up the plant on its own initiative. 

Most of the tobacco factories are 
located in Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, but a substantial portion of the 
south Georgia production is shipped 
to England and other European coun- 
tries, where it is transformed into 
“Turkish” tobacco which is just as 
pleaisng to the taste and nostrils as 
tobacco really grown in Turkey. 

Trust Company Interests. 

The Atlanta Trust company is to 
become one of the largest factors in 
tobacco production within the next 
year.

_ They are being repaid for their con- 
fidence and support not only in re- 
turns from their own plantations ano 
others in which they are interested, 
but also by the increased prosperity 
which has flooded the communities it: 
which their buginess and financta! 
holdings are centered. 

No Philanthropic Meve. 

Mr. Gaskin especially denies anv 
philanthropic motive in the expendi- 
tures he has made for the industry. 
He is one of the most unsual mi.u.on- 
aires this reporter has ever inter- 
viewed. On the day the markets opez- 
ed, while he was profiting at a rave 
in excess of $100 a minute during all 
the time the auctions were in prug- 
ress, he was at work as busily and

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MANY MEASURES. 
JAMMED IN HOUSE 
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passes the house it will go before the | 
people for ratification at the election 
im November, 1924. 

What is probably the most impor- 
tant bit of legislation to be enacted 
in Georgia in a decade was the pas- 
sage, last week, of the biennial ses- 
sions bill. This being a constitutional 
amendment, it must be ratified by 
the people in November, It is the 
consensus of opinion in political ‘cir- 
cles that the vote in fayor of- the 
change will be overwhelming. The 
bill provides that the legislature, in 
the future, shall meet only once 
every two years, instead of annually 
as heretofore. The biennial sessions, 
however, will be of 60-day duration 
each, instead of 50 days annually as 
at present. 

* Should the bill be ratified it will 
mean that the new legislature, to be 
elected -this fall, will meet for 60 
days in 1925 and then no more dur- 
ing their two-year tenure of office, 
unless called in special session by the 
governor. 

Filibuster Indicated. 

There is a possibility that the cles- 
ing days of the session will be featur- 
ed by an extended filibuster: by op- 
ponents of some of the measures on 
the house calendar. This dangér. is 
seen in the action of a majority of 
the house in taking the Lankford in- 
come tax bill, which failed of pas- 
sage at last year’s extra session, from 
the table. It is reported that over 
100 members of the house have agreed 
to try to force action on this bill, 
and as resolutions intended to limit 
debate for the balance of the session, 
were amended so ag to exempt con- 
stitutional amendment bills from their 
provisions, the possibility of a long 
fight on the Lankford bill, or a sub- 
stitute, is foreseen. 

A petition was being circulated in 
the house Saturday asking the rules 
committee to put the Lankford income 
tax measure a special order of. busi- 
ness for Tuesday. At this time, it was 
reported, a subcominittee of supporters 
of the income tax plan appointed at 
f& caucus recently, would offer a sub- 
stitute providing a 5 per cent levy on 
net incomes; empowering the legisla- 
ture to fix exemptions and define net 
incomes, and providing a reduction 
from 5 to 3 mills in ad valorem taxes. 

At Saturday's session, which lasted 
from 9 o'clock to 2 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon, a number of minor bills were 
disposed of. When a motion to ad- 
Journ was carried at 2 o'clock Satur- 
day it provided that the house should 
meet again at 9 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing, thus preventing the holding of a 
Saturday afternoon session. 

The measure, introduced by Hep- 
resentatives Harris, of Jefferson, aud 
Jones, of Floyd, and others, to in- 
erease the state gasoline tax from 3 iv 
3 1-2 cents per gallon was defeated, 
83 to 47.

Tommy Gibbons Knocks Out 
Bloomfield in 3rd Round 


— 


London, August 9.—Jack Bloom- 
fieid, regarded as the best of Great 
Britain’s heavyweight fighters, al- 
though he does not hold the official 
title, was -unable to keep his feet 
below his shoulder blades for three 
rounds when Tommy Gibbons at- 
tacked him in the presence of 60,000 
customers at Wembley Stadium Sat- 
urday afternoon. be 

Bloomfield was up-ended four times 
for the entertainment of .the largest 
crowd that ever witnessed a knuckle 
spectacle on British soil and the last 
time he was unable to get up. It 
had been expected that Gibbons would 
win, and there was not much doubt 
that he would knock out the young 
native. brawler, but the. crowd did 
expect to see at least half a dozen 
rounds of action and disappointment 
was more or less rife when Bloom- 
field went out in the third. 

After a slow program of prelimi- 
naries, Gibbons evinced the first 
vigor of the afternoon when he tore 
out of his corner at the jangle of the 
opening gong and banged Bloomfield 
with both fists. Tommy’s left hook 


trifling annoyance in their 15-round 
fight at Shelby, Mont., a little more 
than a year ago, were punishing slams 


before the fight had gone half a min- 
ute, 


Gibbons Wakes Up. 


Gibbons, one of the most mechani- 
cal fighters in the trade, seemed to 
have been seized by a killer instinct. 
Bloomfield managed to keep his feet 
although the deck was threatening 
to rise up and crash him on the nose 
as he wobbled away from Gibbons’ 
assaulting gloves. In the last minute 
of the first round, the British fight- 
er untracked himself and showed a 
fit of fast boxing. That was the first; 
last and only belligerent demonstra- 
tion. For the rest of the fight his ac- 
tivity consisted of going down and 


getting up. 


Gibbons fired both hands to the 


chin soon after the start of the sec- 
ond round and Bloomfield sprawled 
on the mat. He elawed his way to 
an upright position after a_ short 
count and gamely tried to block the 
American's attack. Gibbons worked 
carefully, and he did not get another 
opening for his right until the round 
was almost ended. Then he discharg- 
ed both batteries at the head again 
and Bloomfield swooned under the 
lowest rope, dangling over the edge 
of the fighting platform, half on the 
press table. The bell aroused him 
there and his hostlers trotted him back 
to his corner where there was a wor- 
ried consultation as to whether he 
ought to go on or give up a_ hope- 
less battle. 5 
Takes Count of Nine. 


Bloomfield would not quit, however, 
and that put it up to Gibbons to pun- 
ish him further. Tommy smacked him 
down for a count of nine early in the 
third and soon afterward caught him 
on the point of the jaw catapulting 
him clear through the ropes. That 
was the end of a brave fight by the 
Briton and a casual workout for the 
skillful St. Paul family man, 

Gibbons did not come to England 
because he preferred an ea8y oppo- 
nent. Members of his party say he 
was driven to foregn fields by the 
conspiracy against him in the United 
States where he has never been able 
to lure Gene Tunney into the ring for 
a show-down. After Gibbons slaugh- 
tered Georges Carpentier at Michigan 
City, Ind., he expected some invita- 
tions to fight in New York. But Tun- 
ney and the promoters preferred to 
use Carpentier, and Gibbons, notwith- 
standing his great ring record, was left 
without engagements. 

Gibbons was a 7 to 4 favorite in 
the betting up to the time he and 
Bloomfield went into the ring. They 
both were in great condition having 
trianed much more thoroughly than the 
average heavyweight fighter does in 
the United States. 

Eugene Corri the famous British 
referee, officiated.

extra fare to be paid by a passenger 
who occupied a Pullman car. 

The protest against permanently 
paying nearly a cent a mile straight 
fare extra to the railroads, in addi- 
tion to the regular Pullman fare, 
simply because the government 
granted this subsidy at the time the 
roads were returned to private own- 
ership in order to assist them to- 
ward quick financial reconstruction, 
is being protested by every traveler 
in America—by almost everybody— 
and as a further protest against the 
delay in the interstate commerce 
commission many states are pro- 
ceeding to act independently as 
regards intra-state travel. 

There is no sense in taxing the 
travelers of this country $38,000,- 
000 a year as a flat gratuity. There 
is no other way to explain it. This 
is what The Constitution is fight- 
ing and will continue to fight, not 
only in the interest of the people. 
but the railroads. The latter are 
making, in our judgment, a serious 
strategic mistake in fighting the 
abolishment of this tax, which has 
served its day. 


THE KLAN PARTY. 

The “‘come-back” of ex-Governor 
Jack Walton, of Oklahoma, who 
made the race, after impeachment 
and removal from office as gov- 
ernor, for the United States senate 
on a Strictly anti-klan: platform, is 
the most sensational news of the day 
in political circles. 

The troubles of Governor Walton 
began because of his avowed and 
militant opposition to the klan, In 
the exercise of his executive author- 
ity, in the calling out of the militia 
and in other acts of drastic authority 
to maintain the fight he had under- 
taken, impeachment proceedings 
were begun, and successfully con- 
summated, through klan influences 
in the legislature, it is alleged. This 
was in 1923. Leaving the executive 
offices, he devoted himself exclu- 
sively to a denunciation of the 
klan’s political policies and secret 
activities. 

When the present senior Senator 
Owen declined to stand for reelec- 
tion Congressman Howard, demo- 
crat, announced for the senate, and 
was openly indorsed by the klan. 
Ex-Senator Gore announced on a 
platform of neutrality, declaring 
it should not be an issue. 

Ex-Governor Walton, an old-line 
democrat, announced with his anti- 
klan- principles his. only platform. 
He won by a large majority, while 
Gore, the blind ex-senator, made a 
poor third. 

This situation is more sensational 
by reason of the vote of Mrs. Fer- 
guson in Texas, the wife of a former 
impeached governor of that state, 
who fought for the “family name” 
and who gets a place in the “run- 
off” primary. She was also -vigor- 
ously fought by the klan. 

The interesting and unique situa- 
tion in Oklahoma is the fact that 


that state has developed a strong re- 


publican vote in the past few years, 
the junior United States senator at 
Harreld, being a republi- 
can, and one of the eleven represen- 
tatives being a republican, That fact, 
in connection with the fact that the 
klan in that state has departed en- 
tirely from party lines and become 
active in both parties, numerically 
strongest, perhaps, in the republi- 
can ranks, as in Indiana, where it is 
said to control the machinery of the 
party, adds to the natural specula- 
tion as to what may happen in No- 
vember. 

The republican nominee for the 
senate in Oklahoma, W. B. Rine, 
openly a klan candidate, as was the 
democratic defeated cOntestant, E. 
B. Howard. , 

The issue being so predominant 
to all others, it is reported that the 
klansmen of both parties will con- 
centrate on Rine in order to finally 
defeat Walton in the general elec- 
tion. In that event it is said that 
the anti-klan republicans will desert 
their ticket and support Walton in 
order to prevent the election of a 
klan senator. 

In the meantime the national re- 
publican organization, caring only 
for the counting of noses in the 
United States senate, will naturally 
throw the force of its strength and 
resources behind Rine in order to 
gain a second United States senator 
from Oklahoma. Whether the dem- 
ocratic national organization will 
offset this by throwing its strength 
behind Walton remains to be.seen. 


He is said to be solidly lined up for 


Davis and Bryan, and no doubt th 
national organization will endeavor 
‘to see that he is elected.

THE APPALACHIAN PARK. 

The Dixie Highway association at 
its annual convention in Savannah 
recently unanimously indorsed the 
proposal to locate a national park 
in the southern’ Appalachian moun- 
tains. It drafted a memorial to con- 
gress and it is placing it in the hands 
of all members. 

This memorial is published else- 
where in The Constitution today. 

Since the action of the Dixie 
Highway association, Secretary 
Work’s national park commission, 
headed by the secretary personally, 
has visited, in purely a preliminary 
survey, the mountain sections of 
Georgia, North and South Carolina 
and Tennessee. Subsequent and 
more extended visits will be made 
to specific sections in mind this 
fall, after which public hearings will 
be held. The commission is author- 
ized to select a desirable site “in the 
southern Appalachians’ for such a 
park and will make its recommenda- 
tion to the secretary of the interior 
some time during the winter. The 
latter will in turn transmit the com- 
mission’s recommendations to con- 
gress, accompanied by his own 
recommendations as to the estab- 
lishment of the park. 


Secretary Work expressed him- 
self, while in Géorgia recently, as 
enthusiastically in favor of a national 
park in the southern Appalachians, 
not only for preserving the flora, 
fauna, native timbers, cataracts, 
brook streams, etc., in a section of 
unexcelled natural beauty and pic- 
turesqueness, but for giving to the 
65,000,000 people of the states east 
of the Mississippi the same health 


and recreational adyantages that are 


offered in the great parks of the far 
west. There are 13 large. national 
parks in the far west, and not one in 
the east, with the exception of a 
dedication. of a smal area of wood- 
land-in Maine. 

This park cah be secured for the 
southern Appalachian region, and 
the Dixie Highway association, rep- 
resenting all of the states traversed 
by this great highway system be- 
tween Michigan and Florida, is to 
be commended for its action. From } 
such a source a memorial to con- 
gress means much, and it is urged 
that other great interstate highway! 
associations, such as the Bankhead, 
follow the example of the Dixie. | 

And trade bodies and state legis- 
latures and all groups of great con- 
Structive force in. the eastern and 
southern states should-earnestly and 
vigorously get behind this project, 
in which the secretary. of the inte- 
rior is showing such commendable 
interest. 


FUTURE OF OKEFENOKEE. 

Announcement that the timber 
supply of the Okefenokee swamp 
will soon be exhausted and that ‘it 
may therefore be abandoned by the 
lumbering interests which have con- 
trolled it for.a number of years 
directs public attention to the 
future of this unique and highly 
interesting region. 


In the past suggestions have been 
made to drain the swamp by means 
of great ditches which might draw 
off the water and rendet the land 
available for farming purposes. Such 
an undertaking would involve stu- 
pendous costs and the results, in the 
opinion of competent engineers, 
would be doubtful. A number of 
years ago a movement was started 
to convert the swamp into a national 
reservation for the preservation of 
forest, plant and animgl life. So 
far, it is said, no effective steps have 
been taken in this direction. 

The Okefenokee is one of the few 
remaining spots where primeval 
nature is making its last stand 
against the destructive assaults of 
man’s so-called civilization, and in 
the tangled depths of its aquatic 
jungles may still be found many 
rare types of wild life which have 
fong since disappeared f16om other 
regions. Mile on mile of inky ooze, 
from which springs an interwoven 
mass Of shrubbery and vines so 
dense that one cannot see a distance 
of ten feet, presents a formidable 
barrier to the human destroyer, 
who here finds water he can neither 
wade nor navigate except in isolated 
localities and a forest he cannot cut 
away or Durn. 

The bear, deer, wildcat, otter, 
and in ever diminishing numbers, 
the panther, still finda home in the 
recesses of the Okefenokee, and 
millions of birds nest or spend the 
winter months in its sheltered 
depths. Some of the birds found 
here, like the water turkey, are 


practically unknown elsewhere in] 


this country. Peopled by millions 
of insects and enriched by countless 
varieties of plant life, among them 
the fireleaf and the calopogon, this 
wonderful region has been designed 
by nature as one of the most re- 
markable reservoirs of wild lite in 
the world. To drain it. or even 


eto molest it, seems ‘little less than 


a crime. And when the present 
timber supply is exhausted it would 
seem to be fitting and proper to 
convert the swamp Into a public 
reservation, withdraw all industrial 
operations, ee as farming on the 


be and animals go their way, with 
none to molest or make them afraid. 


DOING GOOD WORK. 

The Georgia legislators are mak- 
ing a good record in this final ses- 
sion of the 1923-24 term. - Wednes- 


one dissenting vote, the bill com- 
pletely revising the fish and game 
laws of thé state, which necessarily 
reorganizes the administrative 
forces. The house had already 
passed the bill, hence the measure 
now goes to the governor for his 
signature. 

The new law creates a board of 
fish and game commissioners, one 
each from north and south Georgia 
and the-third from the coastal 
regions. The state warden is ap- 
pointed by the board, instead of by 
the governor. It further provides 
for a state-wide commissioner who 
Shall receive a salary of $3,000 a 
year, and four assistants who shall 
receive salaries of $1,800 each a 
year. | 

The purpose of the bill, which 
has had the earnest support of Mr. 
Twitty, the present state warden, 
and is, indeed, the product of his 
own reorganization plans, is to place 
the great oyster and fish streams of 
Georgia on a highly efficient con- 
servation system, and make them of 
potential profit to the state, instead 
of “eyerybody’s property,” as they 
largely are at this time. 

The state of Georgia's oyster 
possessions alone are of enormous 
value. Heretofore they have been 
under a syStem of loose laws, which 
induced loose administration, of no 
substantial revenue-producing serv- 
ice to the state. They have been 
trespassed upon, and the oysters 
harvested and marketed each season 
with little real, constructive system. 
Certainly Georgia has failed to con- 
serve and administer this potential 
resource as she should. 

The new law changes that situa- 
tion and is expected to bring a-great 
deal of money into the treasury in 
excess of costs. of administration, 
and at the same time protect. those 
who’ pay the state for oyster rights 
from the multitude of poachers who 
have heretofore paid nothing, I

Objections To Unification 


of || 


BY REV. W. P. KING, 
Pastor, First Methodist Church, Gainesville, Ga. 


Since the question of unification is 
carried over to 1925 this will possibly 
be the final article of the current year. 
There is one objection to be considered 
which has been most persistently 
urged, 

The criticism is made that the plan 
of unificution violates the principles 
of democracy. 

‘There will be a necessary decrease 
in the ratio of representation. Frankly 
{ regret the necessity for this, but 
it is inevitable if the general confer- 
ence is not to be a huge, unwieldly 
Lody. Here is the statement of the 
plan : 

“Article IV.—Composition of General 
and Jurisdictional Conferences, 

“The general conference and the 
jurisdictiona! conferences shall be 
composed of the same delegates. Said 
delegates shall be elected by and from 
ihe annual conferences. provided said 
ceneral and jurisdictional canferences 
shall have not more than one min- 
isterial delegate for every forty-five 
members of wines conference and not 
less than one ministerial delegate for 
every one hundred and twenty mem- 
bers of each annual conference and an 
equal number of lay delegates, chosen 
according to the regulations .f each of 
the two jurisdictions, but for a frac- 
tion of two-thirds or more of the 
number fixed by the general confer- 
ence as the ratio of representation 
the annual conference shall be en- 
titled to an additional ministerial and 
an additional Jay delegate; and pro- 
vided further that each annual con- 
ference shall be entitled to at least 
one ministerial and one lay dele- 
gate.” 

It must be recognized that a repre- 
sentative democracy is in nowise de- 
stroved by lessening the ratio. of repre- 
sentation. 

The two Georgia conferences have 
twenty-eight delegates to the general 
conference. If it were reduced to 
half the number it would still equal 
the number of senators and congress- 
men from Georgia. | 

If throughout the tnited church 
the ratio of representation was ,one- 
half of what it is at present the united 
conference would be smaller 
thay the conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church at its last session, 
So we would still bave representative 
democracy 2nd a legislative body that 
would not Le cumbersome. 

dudicial Council, 

It is urged again that the judicial 
couneil is undemocratic. Let us ex- 
amine this much abused feather of the 
plan : 
“Article IX.—The Judicial Council. 

“(1.) The general conference shall, 
at its first session. provide for a 
judicial council, to be composed of an 
equal number of members. elected by 
each jurisdictional conference. and the 
juditial council shall provide its own 
methods of procedure. 

“(2.) The judicial council shall be 
authorized te review, upon appeal of 
one-fifth of the members of the ren- 
eral conference or of either jurisdic- 
tional conferen@e, or on the appeal of 
a majority of the bishops, on con- 
stitutional graunds, the acts of the 
general conference and of the jurisdic- 
tional conferences; to hear and to de- 
termine all other appeals and matters 
coming to it in the course of. legal 
procedure, 

“(3.) The judicial council shall 
have the right on its own motion, sub- 
ject io such rules and regulations as 
may be determined 
conference, ‘to review the legislative 
acts: of the general conference or of 
either jurisdictional conference and 
to passion the constitutionality of said 
acts. 

“(4.) The jndicial council shall also 
have power to arrest an action of a 
econnectional board or other conneg¢- 
tional body when such action is 
brougat before it by appeal by one- 
fifth of the members of said body, 
present and yoting, or by a majority

All 


Bishon Mouzon gives a statement 
of the threefold purpose of the ju- 
dicial council: 

“(1.) It will have power to arrest 
unconstitutional legislation which 
may have been enacted hy the general 
conference, Just as at the present 
time -our college of bishops in the 
southern church has authority to 
eall the aitention of the general con- 
ference to any measure which in its 
judgment cannot be passed hy a mere 
majority, but must take the course 
that constitutional changes have to 
take, so the judicial council will have 
authority to do the same thing. The 
judicial council can hold up only un- 
constitutional legislation. 

“(2.) In the next place, if any gen- 
eral board or other connectional body 
should take any action contrary to the 
constitution (as the change of con- 
ference boundary lines on the mission 
field) the judicial council will have 
power to hold that up. 

“(3.) In the third place, the judicial 
council takes over the duties now 
resting upon the committee of appeals 
in our church. 

“Tt will be seen at once that the 
main purpose of the judicial coyneil 
is to safeguard the constitution of 
the church. And a very important 
duty this is. For one of the first 
principles laid down bv our general 
conference when we first entered 
upon these negotiations was that ye 
would never agree to a general con- 
ference which had authority to inter- 
the constitutionality of its own 
acts,”’ 

An Fasy Method. 

The power of arresting an illegal 
or uneonstitntional act on the part of 
a eonnectional board Is in harmony 
with the unanimous voice of the 
hishons in their recommendatien to 
the general conference of 1918. 

“But we snuegest that some easy 


and unconstitutional action upon the 
part of the hoards of the church. The 
general conference may he checked, 
the anntal conferences also are under 
legal and constitutional restraints, and 
the bishons ere lieble to be summoned 
before the committee on episcopacy 
and tried hy the ceneral conference for 
any violation of law. But the law of

The unification committee wisely 
left some features to be determined by 
the general conference. ..In the forma- 
tion of certain undetermined features 
our jurisdiction would have equal au- 
thority with the northern’ jurisdic- 
tions. The northern commission 
agreed to accept the law as it is in 
our discipline for overriding a veto; 
and it was on the insistence of mem- 
bers of our commission that it was 
left to be determined by the general 
conference. 

On ordinary appeals the judicial 
council is a supreme court just as is 
our committee of appeals. 

it is very fortunate that the judicial 
council shovld take the place of the 
bishops im ovassing on constitutional 
questions. Some of these questions 
involve matters pertaining to the 
episcopacy. and the most severe criti- 
cism of the bishops has resulted from 
their decisicn on these matters. 


Cannon’s View. 

Bishop’ James Cannon, Jr... makes 
a clear statement concerning the al- 
“ey autocracy of the judicial coun- 
cl 

“The judicial council is given no 
more veto power over the genera] con- 
ference than is at the present given 
the college of bishops of our. church. 
And the generous spirit of the plan is 
shown im the fact that the judicial 
council will be composed of an equal 
number of members from each juris- 
diction. so that the southern jurisdic- 
tion is as fully protected in this body 
as in the general conference. Nor is 
it true that this judicial council can 
in any way Override the general con- 
ference or ignore the rights of the 
annual conferences. For the plan 
expressiy provides that the judicial 
council shall have the right ‘subject 
to such rules and regulations as shall

And, note, it is specifi- 
cally provided in the plan that ‘until 
the general conference (which is com- 
posed of both jurisdictions) shall 
otherwise ordain the rules of govern- 
ment, the discipline of the respec- 
tive churches shall be of full force 
and effect ard binding upon the juris- 
dictions respectively.’ 

“It is, therefore. ‘absolutely im pos- 
sible for the judicial council to over- 
ride the southern jurisdiction on any 
constitutfonai questions until the 
southern jurisdiction has itself by 
constitutional processes abrogated or 
annulled its rules; and. furthermore, 
it is to be noted that as the southern 
jurisdiction will have -equal represen- 
tation on the judicial] council it can 
thus prevent the adoption of any ac- 
tions by the judicial council if it so 
desires.” 

Furthermcre the idea that the right 
of the annual conferences shall be 
overridden by the judicial council or 
in any other manner is expressly re- 
futed in following article: 

“Artiele X.—Amendments. 

“The general conference shall at 
its first session ‘provide in harmony 
with the existing procedure of the two 
churchés a method of amending the 
constitution. and until such method 
shall have been adopted amendments 
shall be effected through the process 
now prevailing in the churches, re- 
spectively.” 

Any method of ‘amending the con- 
stitution would have to receive the 
support of our own jurisdiction. It 
is impossible to conceive of any plan 
that gives more complete protection to 
the smaller church.

_ New York, August 9.—(Special to 
The Constitution.) —The stock market 
- Yan into an enormous amount of prof-

In many cases, after new highs had 
been made, stocks eased a little, went 
still higher, t hen eased off more 
wharply on the second wave of reac- 
tion, and then in many cases started 
recovering again.

will be a real revival in several indus- 
tries, especially in the steel trade, 
There is a real er for expansion 
in the sales of mail-order houses be- 
couse of the vast improvement in con- 
ditions in the grain country following 
the rise in wheat and corn prices. 
Retail stores are doing a big business 
now and have prospects for further 
gains. There is a moderate improve- 
ment taking place in the textile, rub- 
ber. motor, leather and several other 
trades which had been depressed for 
a long time. A settlement in Kurope 
might produce a boom in the shinping 
and the copper trades. Railroads are 
in good shape and are preparin, for a 
decided expansion in their activ'ties 
and earnings in the next six months. 
Vublie utilities are in the best cozdi- 
tion in many years. So there is a real 
basis for strength in stocks, but as 
all such movements tend to go, there 
will be many doubtful and some worth- 
less issues which have big advances 
on the crest of the speculative fever 
and then drop with speed to oblivion 
until the next speculative wave comes 
rslong. There is not a dangerous sit- 
vation in the market as yet, as 80 
many people are back of it and new 
buyers are appearing. 

Even though the general trend is ex- 
pected to be higher for several months 
the time will come when some reac- 
tions will be very severe. It may hap- 
ren that some stock which is selling 
at around 120 now may get to 150 
at its high in the fall, but in this 
movement it might go to 135, drop 10 
er 12 points swiftly. then regain it 
all and more, too. People who come 
in later and buy at 135 might be 
wiped out by the sudden drop, only to 
see the stock then go higher than 
ever. It is going to he the case that 
those who use discretion either as to 
huying stocks which have promise but 
have not advanced so much as yet, or 
else of they trade in the active issues, 
of buying only on good reactions and 
taking profits as soon as there is a 
good advance, are going to be the 
ones to make the profits. 

Speculators Slow. 

The average stock speculator is al- 
ways very late in getting into a move- 
ment.

There 
are many instances related of loans at 
below that figure and it is even said 
that {ime money for short periods has 
been put out at 2 pér cent in the past 
week. Several loans for 15 to 30 
days at 2 1-4 per cent have been re- 
ported and time loans for several 
months at 2 per cent are known of. 
The new financing has not taken up 
the huge surplus of funds that are 
available at = a =F there is a 

rge German loan, which is now con- 
tle quite probable, it is believed 
that it will not take enough money 
away from the loan market to cause 
anv decided advance in rates. 

There bas been a somewhat lower 
trend in some bonds, however, even if 
Liberty bonds and foreign government 
obligations have heen quite strong. It 
is noticeable that the keen demand 
for some corporation bonds that ex- 
isted up to August 1 has been slacker. 
This is explained in part as due to the 
absence in rural retreats of many in- 
yestors. There is also some indica- 
tion that the new popularity of gov- 
ernment and foreign bonds is causing 
some hollers to sell other issues. It 
is not impossible, also, that the bond 
market is looking forward to higher 
money in the fall. If there is the ex- 
pected great expansion in business. 
it will require g very large amount 
of money to finance it. There ts also 
a heavier demand on the money mar- 
ket at hand because of the needs for 
crop moving. Yet, as stated above, 
na real rdvanee in leaning rates is 
looked for during the next few months.

_Moody’s Weekly Review of Finan 
cial Conditions in its current issue 
Says in part: 

“Prospects of success in the Londen 
conference are creating optimism as 
to the future of business. In view of 
the general expectation of this success. 
however, it is hardly to be anticipated 
that security prices should rise sharp- 
ly when the consummation takes 
place. 

“During the first year after the rep- 
arations settlement we may reason- 
ably expect a great outflow of Amer- 
ican capital, possibly making new 
high records. This capital will de 
used in part to rehabilitate foreign 
industries which will compete with 
American exports—so that within 2 
short period of years the results of 
the settlement may become more bene- 
ficial to Europe than to ourselves. 

“There is no probability of more 
than a moderate hardening of money 
rates this autumn; and during the 
first half of next year rates ought to 
fall to new low levels. Even trade re- 
vival temporarily depresses interest 
rates by increasing the aggregate of 
profits available for lending. and by 
increasing the rapidity with which 
capital circulates. 

“Manufacturing tobacco companies 
should do well this year because of 
the low prices at which ther bought 
their raw tobacco and of the good de- 
mand for finished products. 

“Bank stocks are now favored br 
the low price of capital and should 
later on be favored by higher earning 
power which may result from any 
rise of interest rates.”

It is commonly reported that Gen- 
eral Marquis de Cavalcanti. head of 
the’ king’s mititary household, is ex- 
tremely discontentde. He is credited 
with having said, “Today I am a-fool. 
tomorrow I will be prime minister.” 

The party of former Premier Jose 
Sanchez Guerra is the strongest in 
existence, but when it received a cool 
dismissal after the military coup 
d'etat of September, 1923, its leaders 
declared they would not accept a call 
to power because a deliberate breach 
had been- made of the constitution. 
Most of the liberals maintain a sim- 
ilar attitude and consequently it is 
probable that any political party 
which would be requested to take the 
reins of government would before do- 
ing so demand a reform of the con- 
stitution which would prevent the 
likelihood of a future forcible over- 
turning of the administration. 

General Cavalcanti does not favor a 
continuation of a complete military 
dicatorship with the exclusion from 
participation in the government of the 
other classes of the country and con- 
sequently he is receiving a great deal 
of support. 

Exactly what would occur 
event of the fall of Primo Rivera can- 
not be foreseen since none of the 
politicians has had an opportunity to 
declare his policy and the political 
factions are extremely numerous.

WEEKLY LUMBER 
MARKET REVIEW 


Chicago, August 9—A steadily 
broadening demand for lumber and 
advancing prices—is the substance of 
reports from practically all manufac- 
turing and distributing centers, says 
the American Lumbherman,, Chicago. 
Bookings by mills subscribing to the 
Southern Pine associativn during the 
week ended July 25 totaled 104 per 
cent of normal—the highest point for 
nearly a year and 25 per cent above 
Orders ac- 
cepted by the West Coast Lumber- 
men’s asociation mills during the 
same week exceeded output by 10 per 
cent, a large percentage being for 
overseas shipment. The North Caro- 
lina Pin association reports that 
trade in that wood, which has been 
lethargic for many months, has lately 
shown a notable recovery, bookings 
by its member mills during the week 
ended July 26 having risen to 85 per 
cent of norma], while production stood 
at 72 and shipments at 76 per cent 
of the same mark. The Western Pine 
Manufacturers’ association. also ad- 
vises that demand for Inland Mmpire 
forest products has broadened con- 
siderably during the last few weeks, 
orders and production now being on a 
par at 94 per cent of nurmal, with 
shipments still low, at 78 per cent. 

Advices received from the various 
producing sections since the datés ir- 
dicated, state that demand during the 
first week in August has held up to 
these levels, if not actually increased. 
Prices are a good deal stronger, ad- 
vances being noted especially in Doug- 
las fir and western pines. 

The larger part of the demand con- 
tinues to come from retail sources. 
City yards are transacting a good 
business, consequent to the sustained 
bnilding activity, and there is more 
buying being done by country retail- 
ers. Middle-western retailers are espe- 
cially optimistic regarding fall busi- 
ness as a result of the generally sat- 
isfactory crops and the high pricea 
obtainable on practically aJl farm 
products. They expect that when the 
farmer has finished his field work, 
he will do some construction and 
much repair work, and that while the 
individual demand may be small, the 
aggregate will be large. 

Hardwoods are gradually workirg 
into a stronger position, and so 
manufacturers are advancing prices 
on items that are attracting a big 
demand and are getting scarce.. The 
most conspicuous among these items 
are FAS sap gum and oak. which not 
only have a good domestic call but 
also attract a large volume of for- 
eign orders.

Many mixed materials are 
heing shown for drapery and upholstery 
rurposes. Towels have been advanced five 
per cent. Further showings of new ging- 
hams are conspicuous because of deep color- 
ings and many new dobby and embroidered 
effects offered. Fime combed goods have 
been selling steadily. Large sales of broad- 
cloths have been made in thc past few weeks 
to be used for shirtings, dress goods and 
lingerie purposes. There is a steady call 
for snitingse in colors and in piece dyes for 
future delivery. Curtailment of uc- 
tion sill continues to fully 35 per cent of 
capetcity due to cotton uncertainty and the 
unwillingness of buyers to pay prices in 
keeping with mill costs.

Editor's Note—The following ac- 
count of an air raid on London, wriiter 
hy 2 former German officer, a grandson 
of the poet Schiller, is of speciu. value 
at ths moment because of tiie plan to 
send the greatest of all airships, the 
ZR-3, on a voyage from Germany to 
America. Lieutenant von Schiller tells 
dramatically how such a craft comes 
through the severest tests, battle and 
storm. :

THE LOST SHIP OF CAPTAIN KIDD 
AND-A TALE OF BURIED TREASURE 


The lost treasures of Captain 
Kidd—tlrousands have hunted it 
but no trace of his wealth has ever 
been found. Many are the stories 
that have been told about it, and 
even today -adventurers are inter- 
ested in the tiniest clue to its hid- 
ing place. 

Captain Kidd, the last of the great 
pirates, had captured a big ship call- 
ed the OQuedagh Merchant and its 
hold was stored with fine silks. jiew- 
els. money and other plunder. When 
Kidd heard that the English vovern- 
ment was after him, he decided to 
vet rid of the stolen ship. as having 
the ship was such fatal evidence 
avainst him, in case he was canght. 
He was at that time in the West 
Indies. 

Buys Small Boat 

Accordingly, Kidd bought a small 
hoat called the Antonio. He and 
his men then took all the lighter 
booty out of the darger shin and 

ored it in the Antonio. Although 
the Antonio was prettv well filled 
with sacks of jewels and gold. there 
was still a lot of treasure left in 
the Ouedagh Merchant. 

The two ships sailed to San Do- 
mingo. There they parted. Kidd 
left twenty-two men in charge of 
the larger shin, while he himself 
sailed up the North American coast 
in-the Antonio. 

The Ouedagh Merchant was 
never seen after it left San Do- 
mingo. Some people said Kidd 
burned it to destroy the evidence 
against him. One storv, which was 
widely believed, was that the boat 
was run up New York harbor and 
sunk off the Highlands on the Hud- 
son. There have been manv search- 
es for the treasure ship in those 
waters. 

In the meantime. Kidd was. sail- 
ing toward New York, boldly eoing 
rivht into the trap set for him, 
which ended in his death.

Brenau is particularly fortunate in its location. Experts 
from the United States Government have pronounced Gaines- 
ville to be unsurpassed from the standpoint of health.

The main college buildings are situated on the beautiful 
campus, which occupies practically an entire city block, with 
beautiful shade trees and Kentucky blue grass lawn. Just in 
the rear of the campus, extending beyond the city limits, is a 
tract of land covered with a thick forest growth. It abounds in 
mineral springs, some six or eight in number; wooded glens, 
hills and valleys, shrubs and wild flowers of every description. 
This is Brenau Park, and is part of the college grounds. 


Of the buildings which adorn the campus, the most impos- 
ing is the Auditorium, which contains the handsome concert hall 
with a capacity of 1,200; music studios and practice rooms. The 
six dormitories, Yonah Hall, Wilkes Hall, North Hall, East Hall, 
Lanier Hall and Oglesby Hall, are commodious and comfortable.

Athletics 


Believing that a certain amount of recreation, exercise and 
pleasure is helpful in the life of every individual, it is the policy 
of Brenau to give its students excursions and outings several 
times a year into the mountains of Northeast Georgia, and aft- 
ford them every opportunity for the pursuit of wholesome 
athletics. 


Brenau has a splendidly equipped gymnasium; baseball, 
basket ball and track teams, and a 62-ft. indoor swimming pool.

C'ourses Offered 

The opportunities at Brenau are very numerous and adapt- 
ed to the needs of various classes of students. First, there is 
the standard college A, B. course, based upon a fifteen-unit en- 
trance requirement. 

This means that an applicant for entrance to the Freshman 
Class should be able to show by certificate or examination the 
previous completion of a four-year high -school course, or its 
equivalent. : 

While the standard college course has been enlarged and 
enriched by the addition of the fine arts, it must not be under- 
stood that any less emphasis is placed upon the more established 
college subjects. Courses in English, Science, Mathematics, Lan- 
guage, History, Education, Economics, Philosophy, etc., in 
greater variety than ever are now offered. And more students 
at Bréhau are pursuing advanced courses in these subjects than 
ever before in the history of the College. 


Domestic Science and Art 
These subjects have definite educational value and consti- 
tute important practical assets for every woman. In addition 
to the usual laboratory equipment, the college owns and oper- 
ates a model home, in which groups of students are required to 
reside. for a period of two weeks before receiving a certificate 
from the department. 


applicant must show by certificate or examination that she has 
completed a standard high school course, or its equivalent. In 
other words, the entrance requirements are the same as for the 
standard A. B. course in the College. 


The School of Oratory 


The School of Oratory offers a diploma for the completion 
of the required courses in this school and a degree, Bachelor of 
Oratory, to students who have completed high school-and who 
take sixty semester hours of regular college work in addition 
to the special courses in the School of Oratory. 


Art Department 

This department also occupies a separate building and is 
well equipped for all phases of work. : : | 

Art may be studied in connection with the regular college 
course or as a special subject to which most of the time of the 
student may be given. 

A dipolma is awarded upon the completion of the full four- 
year course. . 

In addition to the usual courses in drawing, painting, design- 
ing, etc., there is a course in china painting. A systematic course 
in commercial art will be introduced next session. This course 
is designed to enable students to make practical use of their skill 
in making posters, cartoons, advertising designs, etc. 


Standard Conservatory Courses 


In the Conservatory two courses in Music are offered. 

For the diploma the student is required to complete a defi- 
nitely outlined course in piano, or voice, or violin, or organ, and 
in addition certain courses in the theory of music, including har- 
mony, analysis, etc. 

This course is roughly divided into four years, but many 
students who have talent and who have had good fundamental 
instruction can complete the course in three years; a very few 
accomplish it in two years. But it is peculiarly true of music 
that no definite period of time for graduation can be fixed far 
in advance. Everything depends upon: the individual talent and 
the application of the pupil. 


The Degree Course in Music 
In order to secure the degree of Bachelor of Music, the stu- 
dent must complete the same course of study as is required for 
the diploma,-and also give a public recital, but in addition she 
is required to take a certain number of college courses as well.
